Road: to Baldy Snows 


Jamming San Antonio canyon 
with unprecedented traffic, the 
heaviest in years, between 8,000 
and 10,000 people tried to reach 
the snows on Baldy Sunday, ac- 
cording to estimates made by 
Ranger C, E. Huse of Camp Baldy 
ranger station. By eleven o'clock 
Sunday morning, Officer Louis Ez. 
Kronmeyer found the stream of 
traffic mounting so heavily and 
the canyon so choked with motor- 
ists that he had to begin turning 
back the flood of sightseers at 
Manker Flats. 

A ski meet between Pomona 
high school and Pasadena junior 
college at Big Bowl drew many 
hundreds, and their presence was 
further complicated by the day- 
long arrival of thousands from 
distant points who came “because 
they could see so much snow on 
Baldy”. The road up the can- 
yon was packed all day, neces-

Then the citizens of each town would have watched their 
officials in a bitter law suit and some unfriendly things 
might have been spoken about each municipality. 

All of this#is about a contract made 20 years ago. On- 
tario agreed to handle Upland’s sewage disposal. Ontario 
‘wanted additional water then for use on its municipal farm. 
The contract permitted Upland to renew the contract in 
1941 for another 20 years. Conditions have echanged—Un- 
tario can’t use the water on its unprofitable city farm. Eree- 
tion of an addition to the sewage disposal plant is impera- 
tive. 

There was some slight question about Upland being elig- 
ible to exercise the option. Upland city officials also recog: 
nized the contract as slightly unbalanced—this city getting 
more of the benefits. 

For months friendly, businesslike conferences have been 
held. A tentative agreement has been reached as to how 
much Upland may pay as its share in the cost of enlarging 
the disposal plant.
